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Former Socceroo Steve O'Connor 
learns the ropes at Institute 


GRAHAM COOKE FACE TO FACE WITH STEVE O’CONNOR 


NINE months ago 
Steve O'Connor 
made the decision 
that all soccer 
players dread hav- 
ing to face — he 
gave up playing 
the game. 

There were all the 
usual temptations for 
just one more season 
— in a distinguished 
first class career with 
Sydney City, St 
George and Apia- 
Leichhardt he had 
played 285 times in the 
National Soccer 
League. 

Surely 15 more, and 
the magical figure of 
300, was not beyond 
his reach? 

“I was 35 years old 
and we had had a 
struggling year at 
Apia,” he said after 
taking up his new job 
as assistant coach at 
the Australian Insti- 
tute of Sport. 

“The legs were be- 
ginning to go and I 
knew my days at the 
top level were over.” 

For a while it 
seemed the best he 
could hope for was the 
obscurity of coaching 
in lower division foot- 
ball. 

“{ put out the usual 
kind of feelers and 
Manly and Campbell- 
town were interested. 

“Then, out of the 
blue, AIS head coach 
Ron Smith rang up and 
asked me if I was in- 
terested in the assis- 
tant’s job there, 

“T had a think about 
it, and decided to 
apply.” ‘ 

Sydney-born physi- 
cal education teacher 
O'Connor knew some- 
thing about the Insti- 
tute. 

“T had been here for 
a level-two coaching 
course and seen over 
the place. 

“Before that I used 
to come to Bruce Sta- 
dium regulary when 
Canberra was in the 
National League. 

“But I don’t think 
the Institute does 
enough to promote 
itself. 

“Most people in the 
NSL, unless they are 
ex-students, don’t real- 
ly know what it’s all 
about. 

“Yet there’s some 
really exciting things 
going on down here. 

“T've not been in the 
job long, but I’m 
already enjoying the 
motivational atmos- 
phere. 

“It’s a great shame 
that Australian teams 
don’t make more use 

‘ 

Nothing like the In- 
stitute of Sport existed 
when O’Connor was a 
boy kicking a ball 
around the local park 
at Revesby. 

“As a youngster I 
had a minor respira-

tory problem and my 
mother thought play- 
ing soccer would 
help.” 


He began with Re- 
vesby Rovers, graduat- 
ing through repre- 
sentative teams to the 
NSW Second Division 
with Bankstown. 

At 15 he was invited 
to play for Hakoah, 
one of the best known 
clubs in the country. 

Beginning in the 
midfield, he matured 
into a top-class stopper 
where he formed a de- 
fensive partnership 
with a fellow called 
Eddie Thomson. 

Then, in 1977, 
Hakoah took the 
momentous decision to 
join the fledgling NSL. 

“We had got 
together a pretty fair 
squad that had won the 
NSW State League in 
the previous season 
and we were feeling 
pretty confident.” 

The confidence was 
born out as Hakoah 
took the first title on 
goal difference from 
Marconi, the first of 
four which the club, la- 
ter renamed Sydney 
City, had claimed by 
1982. 

But throughout this 
period of success City 
never captured the im- 
agination of the fans. 

The Jewish com- 
munity, which had 


once been the founda- 
tion of Hakoah’s sup- 
port, had drifted away 
and the club could not 
succeed in converting 
itself to a district based 
team. 

The crunch came at 
the beginning of the 
1987 season. 


The Hakoah club 
announced it would 
not continue to pump 
money into a team 
which was playing in 
front of 300 spectators 
and City passed into 
history. 


“The season had 
already begun when 
they pulled the plug,” 
O'Connor said. 

“Some of the staff 
never played again. 
Others, myself in- 
cluded, went on free 
transfers. 


“St George was 
struggling at the time 
and coach Frank Arok 
wanted myself and 
Kevin Hagan to settle 
things down. 


“We did our job 
there. The young play- 
ers matured and we 
weren't needed any 
more, so it was a case 
of ‘thank you very 


much’. 


He has now put his 
playing days firmly be- 
hind him. 


“I'm planning to 
spend a few years 
down here. 

“Tye a bit to offer in 


terms of playing ex- 
perience and I should 
have a lot more by the 
end of my two-year 
contract. 

“In the longer term I 
would like to get back 
into the NSL as a 
coach, or in some posi- 
tion where I could be 
developing young 
players. 

“Tt was something I 
noticed when I was a 
teacher. 


“Rugby league and 
Australian rules were 
always coming round 
and putting on prog- 
rams — soccer never 
did.”

ASF chairman John 
Constantine will visit 
ACT, Victoria and 
Tasmania this week, 
having already had 
discussions with the 
NSW and Northern 
NSW bodies. 

NSW officials are 
also aiming to see a 
huge improvement in 
junior affairs with the 
implementation of the 
report.

AFTER six years 
with Preston 
Makedonia in the 
NSL, Steve Smith 
has found a new 
lease of life in his 
soccer since join- 
ing Brunswick 
Juventus in a

Smith has no doubts 
that he could have con- 
tinued with Preston 
and seen out his play- 
ing days at Connor Re- 
serve, but admits. 
“There were alot of 
reasons behind the 
move, six years at one 
club is a long time, I 
felt. 


“T was too familiar 
with the surroundings 
and just prodding 
along. 

“Juventus offered 
me a challenge and 
showed ambition while 
Preston were just not 
progressing to my lik- 
ing anymore.” 

At the time of 
Smith’s move to 
Brunswick, there was 
alot of internal turmoil 
which was reflecting 
on the team’s perform- 
ance on the park, 
Terry Hennessey had 
just joined the club as 
the new coach and as 
the season has pro- 
gressed, Smith be- 
lieves the club is on the 
right tracks to win 
promotion. 


“We are only play- 
ing at 60 to 70% of our 
ability at the moment, 
and we still have.a long 
way to go, some play-

“T also include my- 
self in the same brack- 
et,” says Smith.

“When I first came 
over to Australia, the 
VSF couldn't get their 
act together and look- !

Smith is also critical 
of some State League 
clubs’ non-ambitious 
approach. 


“It’s ridiculous to 
me for a team to win 
the State League title 
like Polonia did if 
1987, only to turn 
down entry into the 
NSL the whole system 
becomes a complete 
waste of time.” 

With NSW moving 
further away from Vic- 
toria in soccer all the 
time, Smith believes 
there is one probable 
solution that could 
help close the gap.

THE disaster that 
was Preston's 
1989/90 campaign 
can be traced back 
to that fateful day 
back in 1989 when 
the club crashed 


out of that sea- 
son's jinati 
final. 

With the seeds of 
discontent sown on a 
day when so much 
more was expected, 
Preston set about self- 
destructing a side 
which had cost around 
$80,000 to piece 
together and had, in its 
first season together, 
shown its potential by 
reaching the play-offs 
in a single bound. 

But coach Andon 
Doncevski was 
allowed to leave, John 
Markovski followed 
when the club 
wouldn't meet his de- 
mands, George Jolevs- 
ki almost followed 
Markovski and already 
the consistency that 
might have followed 
on from limited suc- 
cess in 1989 was never 
given the chance to 
develop. 


The new campaign 
was a disaster. 

Skipper George Pet- 
rov was just one of a 
number of players who 
opened up about being 
dissatisfied at events 
behind the scenes, a 
number of others, who 
have since been trans- 
fer-listed, were not 
coming on as the club 
expected, goal-ace 
Warren Spink crashed 
out of business virtual- 
ly without touching the 
ball in 
anger and new man 
Oscar Crino spent 
much of the year strug- 
gling with injury. 

Nothing went 
according to new 
coach Ljube Jancev’s 
plans and when the

Ten years ago, while I was still at school, I 
applied for a job at AUSTRALIAN SOCCER 
WEEKLY, a new addition to the ranks of 
soccer publications that year. 

The man I wrote to, and subsequently met, 
was David Jack. 

David promised me a job when I finished 
school some months later — a gesture, as I was 
to discover in the ensuing years, typical of a 
man whose life was founded on trust. 

For someone who had achieved so much in 
his journalistic career, he engendered enthu- 
siasm in those around him in a quiet, unassum- 
ing way. 

That gentleness was felt most strongest by his 
wife Rose and their children. 

David's passing is difficult for his friends to 
come to terms with; how much more so for his 
family? 

In those days at ASW, David worked under 
often unwarranted pressures but if anything it 
brought out the best in his leadership skills. 

I remember one occasion when he gave me a 
task which seemed rather difficult at the time, 
saying, “I'll do my best.” 

His response, “I can’t ask for anything more 
than that,” lives with me to this day. 

Our time together at ASW ended but David’s 
support for me never wavered. 

Professionally, David’s most recent advice to 


me probably sums up his philosophy as a, 


journalist. 

“Never be afraid to state your opinion,” he 
said. “Not everyone may agree with you, but 
it’s your opinion and you're entitled to it.” 

On a personal level, his caring nature — the 
mark of a truly great man — will never be

represent”. 

One of Labbozzetta’s 
biggest concerns is the 
now common trend 
which sees players in- 
sisting on a maximum 
transfer fee clause in- 
serted in their contracts. 

He cites the example 
of Marconi striker Fred 
de Jong’s recent trans- 
fer to Holland for a re- 
ported bargain base- 
ment fee of $50,000.

Most certainly Soc- 
ceroo representation is 
the pinnacle, but the 
right steps along the 
way must be estab- 
lished.

There is little doubt 
that some will not rate 
this committee’s 
operation too highly. 

The fact remains 
that the playing infras- 
tructure must be put in 
place if soccer is at last 
to be a success. 


Australia has its own 
peculiarities in sport 
and sports develop- 
ment, and they must 
be observed. 


For many years 
Federations and the 
NSL played around 
with unacceptable 
grand final systems, 


yet the winning formiu- 
la was right in front of 
their noses. 
Remarkably, the 
NSL finally cottoned 
‘on, and is on a winner 
provided the right 
clubs earn their way, 


through. 
NSL 


The trick with the 
necessary regrouping 
of the NSL clubs in 
major cities is to build 
additional district sup- 
port on the base of the 
major ethnic clubs. 

Trace through the 
crowds of earlier days 
of immigration until 
the present day. 

The game is gradual- 
ly being taken over by 
the Australian born — 
on the field and off it. 

For quite some time 
many major club offi- 
cials have quietly 
admitted that the pre- 
sent straight ethnic 
clubs cannot be main- 
tained over the coming 
years, because the pas- 
sage of time bears all 
its sons away. 

The change to com- 
plete district names 
should be pencilled in 
for four or five years 
time — or preferably 
less. This does not pre- 
vent overseas born 
people following the 
clubs. 

Should any vital 
parts of Bradley’s :pro- 
gram be rejected, it 
will be that much har- 
der to establish soccer 
properly further down 
the track.

Q: Are you going to 
continue with the same 
level of financial com- 
mitment in future sea- 
sons if promotion does 
not eventuate?

However, is the ex- 
penditure warranted in 
a State League com- 
petition? Our club 
now has a powerful 
base of sponsors prob- 
ably not equalled in 
any club in Australia. 
For example BHP 
Steel Rod Bar & Pro- 
ducts Division is the 
premier sponsor. 


NBN Television,’ 


Radio 2HD, the FAI 
Insurance Group, and 
the latest addition 
Tooheys Limited are 
all major sponsors, 
and to this Admiral 
Sportswear as our gear 
supplier, Lemair 
Electrical as the youth. 
sponsor, and 35 other 
corporate sponsors 
and you can see 
Newcastle BHP Au- 
stral is certainly in 
sound financial posi- 


tion. 

The Austral licenced 
club of course is in 
strong financially ai 
assets 
excess of $1 million 
and is debt free, not a 
bad position in any- 
body's view. However, 
the financial stability 
of the club has been 
achieved through 
sound management 
decisions and these de- 
cisions will continue to 
be made by the board 
of directors. 

The ASF, NSW 
Federation and the 
Northern NSW 
Federation must surely 
recognise how much 
money and support we 
have generated and it 
would be a shame to 
see this massive corpo- 
rate support being lost 
to the game not only in 
Newcastle but to soc- 
cer generally. Newcas- 
tle has a population of 
500,000 people, 27,000 
juniors play the game, 
so if this region is not 
in the NSL the club 
may have to reconsider 
its financial commit- 
ment in the future. 

Q: You are not hap- 
py about the spacing of 
home and away games 
during the season, 
What is your major 
concern? 


A: On the question 
of spacing of home and 
away games we find it 
hard to understand } 
why it cannot be orga- 
nised better than is. 
For example, our last
